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THE NEW REVENUE BILL. 
ITS DEBATE IN THE SENATE. 

Wasuineron, P. C., March 1.— The new Ber- 
enue bill was discussed the greater portiou of 
the day in the Senate, and encountered very 
many obstacles. At 11 o'clock to-night ite 
defeat seems imminent, as an amendment has 
been added relative to the tax of tobacco 
in the Committee of the Whole, and 
will probably be sustained, if the bil is reported 
back to the Senate. Senator Sherman, Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, was opposed to 
the bill, Morrill, of Vermont, took charge of tt, 
and presented the reasons for its passage to the 
benate. He urged the Senate to pass the bill 
as it came from the House without an amend- 
ment, sod insisted that any amendment would 
defeat it. He claimed that the revenue which it 
it would raise is absolutely indispensable if 
the Government is to res ts obligation. 
Mr. Sherman opposed e bill, but said 
that he would not oppose any amendment 
nor embarrass the Senate in reaching a vote up- 
on it, but should vote against its passage. He 
thought the President might, ip his discretion, 
suspend work on public improvements whenever 
the condition of the revenue 7 it, He 
thought that work en public buildings should 
atop rather than the bill should pass. The 
Democrats generally opposed the bill, and de- 
manded ater economy of tavation. Mr. 
Thurman denied that the public honor ia involy- 
ed in the sinking-fund, The Senators 

REPRESENTING THE TOBACCO DISTRICTS 
insisted that tobacoo already manufactured 
should. be exempted from the increased tax. 
Mr. Morton favored the bill. Mr. made 
one of the strongest against it. He objected to 
the great unequality of the tax. He 
taunted the Senate with the indolence which had 
characterized its action thus far, and asked 
Senators how they would like to meet their con- 
stituents after having accomplished practically 
nothing but to increage taxation and 80 on. 
After Logan bad finished, Jolin Sherman, 
whom Morrill bad pr wiih being 
a weak-kpeed Republican, rose an made an elo- 

vent h. which surprised the Senate. He 
iculed the monstrosities of the bill, showed 
how unjustly it bore upon the West, and said he 
hoped to see it defeated. The Senate refused to 
table the bill by a tie vote. 

Larksr.—At 12:15 a. m. another motion was 
made to table the Revenue bill. The motion 
was—30 yeas ; 29 paye—so it was tabled. This 
is practically, but not necessarily, the defeat of 
the Senate by 4 majority vote. ‘The Committes 
to-morrow will reconsider this action.

LOUISIANA, 
THE DAWN OF PRACE. 
Special Disvekh The Chicago Trib une. 
Wasumnerow, D. C., March 1.—George F. 
Hoar, upon the announcement of the passage of 
the Louisiana resolutions, said: 
our friends on the other side should have voted 
m solid colump against permitting a proposition 
to give peace to Louisiana even to be voted upon. 
The Louisiana resolutions were adopted by the 
House, and the Democrats are to-night begin- 
ning to discover that in, unitedty opposiag the 
only practicable method that has been devise 
for restoring peace to Louisana, they have com- 
mitted a grave political blunder, The 
gteat work of the day in the House was 
the adoption of the preamble and resolution 
as recommended by the majority of the Louisi- 
ana Committee.

to suspend the rules and pass the resolutions as 
one proposition. 
THE DEMOCRATS WERE SURPRISED 
and disconcerted at the motion. Randall made 
the point of order that other business was 
before the House. Potter imsisted that 
a separate vote should be taken upon the resolu- 
tions. The reason was apparent in the result, 
as the Democrats were partisan enough to upan- 
imously vote for the first resolution, but were 
not loyers enough of peace to vote far the sec- 
ond.

A DOUBLE EXECUTION. 

SacRAMENTO, Cal., Feb. 19.— Estrada and Cotta 
slept well last night. All day the relatives of 
the unfortunate men were with them, and the 
scene of the parting waa very painful and tonch- 
ing. About half-past 10 o'clock a breakfast was 
spread in the jail, and the two men, with their rel- 
atives and friends, sat down to it, In response to 
an invitation from Cotta, Estrada made a. few 
remarks, stating that this was the last meal they 
would eat on earth, but hoped to meet them in 
Heaven. During this morning several male rel- 
atives of Cotta examined the scaffold, viewed it 
ericically and passed their opinions on it coolly. 

At haif-past 1 the prisoners called District At- 
torney Joues in and thanked him for bis kind- 
ness, him that they had no hard feel- 
ings against him. At 2 o'clock about 250 per- 
sons were admitted, and shortly afterward the 
prisoners, supported by the officers, and pre- 
ceded by two priests, mounted the scaffold. 

Cotta looked pale, but not a muscie quivered. 
He loosened the hold of one of the supporters 
and mounted the stairs, and took his place 
under the left-hand noose. Estrada was weak, 
though rm.

Puriape ruta, Feb. 26.—The mild atmospheric 
conditions and the seemingly interminable rains 
which have prevailed here during the entire 
week were sufficient to loosen the mass of ice on 
the Schuylkillaud bring about the heaviest freshet 


this city has ever known. At no other point has 


the rush of water and the towering pyramids of 
ice caused greater distress and damage than at 
Manayunk, which is the great manufacturing 
suburb of Philadelphia, and within ite area is 
comprised a larger number of mills than 
in any ether territory iu a similar com- 
pass in the world. No sooner had the 
people residing along the river anticipated 
the freshet than they took ¢xtracrdioary pre- 
eautions to prevent its dire consequences. Yes- 
terday afternoon the river was bridged with ice 
in many places, but the latter was cragked and 
much reduced in thickness and solidity. The ice- 


heaps formed along the shore, and in some parts 
of the stream, during the brief thaw of last 
month, which brought the ics down from above, 
were also considerably diminished. 
CONDITION OF WISSAHICKON CREEK. 

The ice in Wissahickon Creek broke up during 
the dav and was discharged inta the river. This 
caused a sort of a gorge about the mouth of the 


creek, and on the east bank of the river below | 


Wissahickon Station the road was flooded for 
some distance, but not to a sufficient extent to 
interfere with travel or the running of the pas- 
seuger railway cars. Intense excitement pre- 
vailed at Manayunk. The town lies low, and all 
the tenement-houses are located plong phe river 
bank.

LAST NIGHT'S STORM. 

Last night, when the storm was violent 
and the fog the most dense, the water, rising toa 
supreme height, deluged the houses slong the 
bank and spread terror and consternation among 
All the oocupants, Men, women, and cbiidren, 
suddenly awakening from their slumbets by the 
cries of fear and agony, were f to leave 
their homes and stood in shivering groups along 
the river side, hesitating what todo. There was 
nota house along the entire stream that was 
not submerged, and ice, acre after acré, floated 
down the sullen Schuylkill. The water tilled the 
cellars, flooded the floors, and, at midnight, 
drove all parties out of theif houses. Every- 
thing of a movable character was taken out of 
the way of the flood, ail rendering willing aid to 
＋ in distrees. Your correspondent arrived at 

he scone of the freshet at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Is was at this hour that the water was 
at its greatest height. The Manayunk Gas 
Works were eitirely flooded at this mo- 
ment, and all. the employes attached to the 
same, to save themselves from drownleg, were 
obliged to seek refuge on the hills. Lamp-posts 
were catried away, telegraph-poles were up- 
rooted, while a great many of the houses were 
submerged or entirely mined. There is not one 
mill in Manayunk that is not filled with water 

and not one that has not been forced tb suspend 
operations and discharge for the time being its 
emploves. On the west bank of the Schuylkill, 
at the foot ot West Laurel Hill Cemetery, are 
éeveral rows of tenement-houses. All their 
cellars are filled with water. Two or three frame 
buildings appeared to be in imminent danger of 
being swept away should the freshet prove se- 

vere. 

6,000 PERSONS UNSMPLOYED. 

The ice ia blocked up directly against the doors 
of these dwellings, so that the river has the ap- 
pearance of being considerably wider than it is 
by the flooding of the milie, About 6,000 men 
and women are thrown out of employment, and 
large crowds of them visited the river this morn- 
ing to view the gorges. The damage to the miil- 
owners cannot yet be estimated, but it is thought 
it will be very considerable. 

SUSPENDED MILLS. 

The following firms were compelled to sns- 
pend operations: S. S. Schofield, employing 500 
hands; E. Campbell & Co., employing 800 
hands; Hardinge paper mill. employing 500 
hands; Patterson's mill (late Bupka’s), émploy- 
ing about 500 hands; Preston & Ervien, employ- 
ing several hundred people. Another mill be- 
longing to E. Campbell & Oo., employing about 
250 hands; James. Winpeunys mil, employing 
from 250 to 300 people: Laum's mill, employing 
about 250 persons; Hartranft’s grist mill, em- 
ploving about 100 men; Whittaker’s old mill, 
employing 100 men. Another mill, run by Pres- 
ton & Ervien, adjoining’ Whittaker’s mill, em- 
ploying 300 hands; Nixon's paper mill, at Flat 
Rock, — about 300 bands; Jessup & 
Moore’s pulp works, employiag about 400 hands. 
The mills owned by Fitzpatrick & Holt, of Con- 
necticut, and Nagle and David Wallace, at the 
foot of Schutz lane, will probably be the most 
damaged. 


CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

A prominent mill-owner stated, in conversa- 
tion with your correspondent this morning, that 
within his experience of thirty years he has 
never witnessed such a gorge and freshet as 
this one at Manayunk. bis opinion it has 
resulted from thé regulations of the Park Com- 
mission in regatd to the cutting of ice above 
the dam, for in former years the river was re- 
served by the ice companies who cnt the ice. 
The mill-owner thinks that a channel should be 
cutin the river, which would weaken the ice 
and cause it to melt without mach difficulty. 

THE MORSE-CARS STOPPED. 

The horse-cars on the Manayunk branch of 
the Ridge avenne road have ceased running, 
owing to the track being submerged. 

FAIRMOUNT PARK. 

The ice is broken and jammed from Columbia 
Bridge to Fiat Rock, and has become gored at 
the latter point, No damage is reported from 
ww further up the river. Below the dam at 

airmount the ice is broken and the stream com- 

ratively clear. The ice averages about 2 feet 
in thicknese, and apoears to be solid from Flat 
Rock nearly to the dam. All the beautiful walks 
and drives recently completed in Fairmount Park, 
sloog the east and west banks of the Schuylkill 
River, now under water, and, of course, en- 
tirely ed.

POLAR EXPLORATION. 
A NEW GERMAN EXPEDITION FOR RESEARCH LN THE 
ARCTIO REGION. 
Correspondence of the New York Heraid. 

BENIAX, Jan. 16.— The Germans are about to 
send out anew expedition to the Polar regions 
almost simultaneously with the English expedi- 
tion, which starts on the ist of June next. This 
decision was arrived at on the 271 of December, 
at the session of the Bremen Society for Polar 
Exploration, an interesting report of which is 
published. There was a leugtuy discussion on 
the question of German Polar exploration, and a 
letter was read from Dr. Petermann, which has 
been published in the press, urging imperial sup- 
port for further voyages. ; 

Prof. Bastean. of Berlin, communicated the 
vote of the Geographical Society, which decigres 
its willineness to & new German 
expedition. He spoke of the African ex . 
tion which had been sent out xnder the ayspices 
of the Berlin Geographical Society, and express- 
ed the belief that interest in geographical re- 
search is vital ia Germany, and that the 
9 5 people aud 71 will 8 1 
give hearty support to the new ition. - 
ter the matter had been t y discussed by 
the Society, anda comprehensive plan worked 
out, it was decided to lay the project before the 
Bremen Senate, with the request that this body, 
through its plenipotentiary, should bring a mo- 
tion before the German Bundesrath requesting 
an imperial grant for the e tien. 

The plan is as follows: If the requisite mon- 
ey be furnished. he expedition will start in June, 
1875 (if not, then 1876). The goal thereof will 
be first the east coast of Greenland, where the 
Germans have already secured in previous expe- 
ditions @ good scientific basis of operations. 
The 2 4 will consist of two steamers of 
about tons, each manned by a crew of from 
twenty-five to thirty persons, and 6 full scien- 
tino equipment. One of these ships will be 
specially intrusted with the mission of exploring 
the interior of Greenland, its fjords and moub- 
tains, as far north and west as possible. The 
other steamer is to proceed along the east 
Greenland coast as far as the ice permits, and 
then a sledge journey, with reindeer or dogs, is 
to be made poleward. 

The ition will be away two years. Pro- 
visions will be taken for three, however. 
there are no ships in the imperial marine suite 
ble for the purposes of the expedition, either 
new steamers must be built or two mercantile 
vessels adapted. ä 

This will involve a cost of 6130,00, and, with 
the estimate for scientific apparatus, salaries, 
etc.,—aisp $150,000,—the total cost of the expe- 
dition will be about $300,000. The Germans will 
strain every nerve to get the expedition started 
next June. The Bremen Society expects unpor- 
tant scientific results from the nearly simul- 
taneous departure of their own and the English 
expedition. The latter will proceed along the 
west coast of Greenland. h Smith’s Sound, 
while the former will gail along the eastern coast, 
and physical and meteorological observations 
will be made simultanéously on either const. 


AUSTBIAN EXPLORBRS’ OPINIONS OF THE PASSAGE |

The two chiefs of the Austrian Polar expedi- 
tion have written to a German publication to 
correct nomerous misconceptions which have 
arisen as to the results of their voyage. Lieut. 
Weypreoht says that to conclude in the existence 
of an entirely open sea near the Pole is as un- 
warrantable as to conelude in the im- 
possibility of crossing the ice which stretches 
before the newly discovered land.

TAXING THE i BS AND INTANGI- 


We suggest to the Committees on Revenue 
of the Illinois Legislature, and to the mem- 
bers of the General Assembly generally, that 
they estimate the wealth of the people of the 
State of Illinois, and discover, if possible, 
how there can be included in that aggregate 
wealth anything but the visible, tangible 
property, in such form that it can be seen 
and felt, measured, weighed, or counted. 
Can the property of a State, community, or 
individual consist of anything unknown to 
the senses? When the Constitution of Ili- 
nois declared that the Legislature should raise 
the needful revenue of the State by ‘‘ levying 
a tax by valuation, so that every person and 
corporation shall pay a tax in proportion to 
the valuation of his, her, or its property,” 
could it have been presumed that 
anything was to be valued as prop- 
erty save that which had a_ real 
and substantial existence, visible to 
the eye, and capable of being touched and 
handled? How would it read that in the list 
of taxable property of the State of Illinois, 
one-third of the property is of an invisible, 
unsubstantial character, not discoverable 
with a microscope, nor capable of being sub- 
jected to possession, nor substantial enough 


yet the revenne law of Illinois is founded 
upon the theory that one-third the taxable 
property of the State is of that character. 

We know that upon the trial of a thief for 
stealing a promissory note, the Court held 
that the note was “property” in the sense 
of justifying a conviction, and upon this de- 
cision rests the authority to tax credits and 
mortgages, intangible things, and sentimen- 
tal or imaginary nonentities. There are 
many things in which each individual has 
a right of property in one sense, for 
the deprivation of which he has legal remedy 
for the return or for compensation, and for 
taking or destroying which there is a crim- 
inal responsibility. A man has im one sense 
a right of property in his wife and children ; 
he may not sell them, but he may take life 
even in their defense. A man has a property 
in his eyes, in his hands and his limbs; when 
deprived of them, he can punish criminally 
the person committing the wrong, and re- 
cover compensation for the loss. Under the 
law, a citizen has a right to vote; in one 
sense that right is a property, because he can 
recover compensation when unlawfully de- 
prived of it. He has a right of property in 


pensation when unlawfully deprived of it. 
He has a right of property in his wife's chas- 


seducer. Every person has «& 


sions as can be valued for tazudle purposes. 
promise to pay another, six months hence, 


to the drawer of the promise, why is that note 


a subject of taxation, the horse being taxed,

THE FORCE BILL. 

The Republicans have 195 members of the 
present House of Representatives out of a to- 
tal of 292. Wen the Force bill was before 
that body there was an important vote taken 
on striking out the provisions authorizing the 
suspension of the habeas corpus at the discre- 
tion of the President. For this motion to 
strike out 35 Republicans voted. On the 
passage of the bill 32 Republicans voted no.

THE EXPORT PROBLEM, | 
From 1857 to 1861 we had a tariff much 
like the present one in Oanada. There was a 
large free list of raw materials, and the aver- 
age rate of duty on useful articles taxed did 
not exceed 15 per cent. The result was that 


the country exported cotton and woolen 


fabrics, boots and shoes, furniture, carriages, 
machinery, cutlery, type, paper, school- 
hooks, etc., in great quantities, and this ex- 
portation was rapidly increasing. We paid 
Brazil for her hides with boots and shoes, and 
Australia and South America for their coarse 
wools with woolen and cotton manufactured 
goods. We did then as England, France, and 
Belgium do now,—imported raw material, 
added to its value by the employment of 
labor upon it, which reduces bulk and in- 
creases value, and reshipped it whence it 
came. We were fast supplying South Amer- 
ica and Mexico with cotton goods. The 
British manufacturer, with his warés of in- 
ferior quality and greater cost, could not 
compet® with us even in the China markets. 
Our ship-yards rang with the blows of Ameri- 
can labor. ‘They are empty and rotten now. 
Our export of manufactures is almost nil. 
The state of things in 57-61 is an exact pic- 
ture of what has not been true since 1861. 
At present, with cheap food, cheap coal, with 
iron and lumber at our doors, with wool, cot- 
ton, flax, and hides in abundance, with a su- 
perabundance of skilled as well as raw labor, 
with good labor-saving machinery, and with 
every natural advantage for cheap production 
and consequent exportation, we export al- 
most nothing except raw, coarse, bulky agri- 
cultpral produce, which is the least advan- 
tageous thing to send abroad to great dis- 
tances, because its value is chiefly consumed 
in cost of transportation. 


There must be a reason for the difference | 


between 1861 and 1875. We know that the 
nation which can produce the cheapest will 
export the most. When we exported of man- 
ufactures much, therefore, production must 
have been cheaper than now, when we ex- 
port so little, notwithstanding a lapse of four- 
teen years. ‘The causes of the increased cost 
are two, a fluctuating, depreciated currency, 
and a barbarously high tariff. : 

Prof. Amasa Watxer’s article an The 
Money Problem” in the current number of 
the international attributes the increased cost 
wholly to the bad state of the currency. This 
is either stupidity or cowardice. A fluctuat- 
ing currency increases the cost of prodnc- 
tion only by the insurance which dealers 
exact in order to cover possible depreciation. 
This is by no means an insignificant evil, but 
it is not the great one by any,means. We 
are inclined to think that WaLxer, unlike the 
other New England economists, ATkrmson 
and W118, is afraid to tell his neighbors 
what a curse so-called protection“ is to the 
country’s prosperity. We are loth to believe 
that a man of his repute can have fallen into 
the glaring error of which he has otherwise 
been guilty. | 

A high tariff increases the cost of produc- 
tion by increasing the cost (a) of all raw 
materials, (5) of all labor, (¢) of all machin- 
ery, (d) of all transportation. On imported 
raw materials, high dutaes have to be paid. 
Native raw materials are not strictly “ raw.” 
They all represent more or less labor. That 
labor has cost more, by reason of the high 
duties on imports; and so the materials have, 
too. Labor costs more, because living ex- 
penses are greater, and wages can never 
fall permanently below those expenses. Ma- 
chinery costs more, because its materials and 
their manufacture have both cost more. 
Transportation is dearer, because road-bed, 
rails, rolling-stock, and stations have all been 
produced at a greater cost, and the hands 
employed are hired at a higher rate. Thus, 
a high tariff, by swelling the cost of each of 
these four factors in produetion, greatly in- 
creases the cost of production itself. We 
ought now to export far more manufactures 
than we did in 57-61, but the high tariff 
stands in the way, forbidding exportation 
and confining the manufacturer to the narrow 
precincts of the home market. 

There are now twenty or thirty great 
branches of business in this country which 
have what the English call plant,“ that is, 
appliances for production and investmest of 


capital to too great an extent for the home 


demand. They are capable of producing far 
more than can be sold and consumed at home. 
In each of them the employers are conse- 
quently trampling each other and their labor- 
ers under foot. They have willfully caged 
themselves within one conntry, and, like 
Srzenz’s starling, ‘can’t get out.” They ere 
in the condition of a man shut up in an air- 
tight room, who is poisoned by the carbonic 
acid he breathes out and then breathes in. 
If our manufactures are to grow strong and 
expand, they must get access to the world’s 
markets. The narrow home market is alto- 


gether insufficient. Jonn $rvanr Miu says 


that protection can never protect, unless the 
home supply of the protected arti¢le is inad- 
equate to meet the home demand. Even this 
dubious exception cannot avail us now. The 
case stands thus: We can produce of the 
great staples much more than we can con- 
sume at home. If we sold the surplus 
abroad, we could soon discharge the foreign 
debts which now drain off our gold and en- 
feebles our currency, and ¢ould get wealth 
in exchange for the rest; but our tariff laws 
forbid us to export, and we therefore spend, 
in .cut-thtoat competition which leads to 
commercial disaster, the activity and intelli- 
gence which might once more cover the high 
seas with our ships and fill foreign markets

THE PENNSYLVANIA LOCAL ELECTIONS. 
The results of the recent local elections in 
Pennsylvania indicate that the “ tidal wave” 


is returning. Its first splash upon the shore 


comes with a rush and roar that reminds one 
of the old times of Republican victories in 
the“ Keystone State. Philadelphia was last 
week carried by a clean sweep, and the Re- 
publicans score to their credit a majority of 
12,000 in a vote of 80,000, sixteen Magistrates 
out of twenty-four, twenty-two Select Coun- 
cilmen out of twenty-nine, fifty-five Common 
Councilmem out of seventy, not to mention 
School-Directors and Assessors in the same 
ratio. Lancaster, which was about a tie last 
year, elects a Republican Mayor by 454 ma- 
jority, and the Republicans carry nearly the 
entire Council and School Board, and this in 
a city which the Democrats usually carry. 
The old Democratic city of Reading, which 
gave a Democratic majority of 300 only four 
months ago, turns a somersault, and comes 
up smiling with 300 Republican majority. 
Harrisburg, which has been, a doubtful city 
for a long time, and gave a Democratic ma- 
jority last fall, returns a Republican majority 
of 550, and has broken up the whole Demo- 
cratic crowd by electing seven out of nine 
Select Councilmen, eighteen out of twenty- 
one Common Councilmen, six out of nine 
School-Directors, all of the city and nearly 
all of the ward officers. It was a rout of the 
Bonrbons, horse, foot, and dragoons, Alle- 
gheny, which was about equally divided last 
fall, elects a Republican Council, and Pitts- 
burg also, which gave a Democratic majority 
in nearly every ward in November, and 
changed the political complexion of the Leg- 
islature. The Pittsburg Commercial reports 
that the news from Newcastle, Meadville, 
Erie, Titusville, and Wilkesbarre, and such 
county seats as Allentown, Easton, Norris- 
town, West Chester, Lebanon, Pottsville, and 
Tyrone, shows that the Republicans of these 
and other cities and towns were wide awake 
and successfully earnest in maintaining their 
local supremacy. 

Now, there must be a cause for this snd- 
den change in the State of Pennsylvania. 
The towns reported above are notsimply Re- 
publican towns, accustomed year after year 
to cast Republican majorities, but some of 
them are Democratic strongholds and others 
“doubtful,” and others, formerly Repablican, 
which only four months ago gave Democratic 
majorities. The cause of the change can be 
discovered. The people of Pennsylvania, 
like the people of almost every other State, 
resolved last year that there must be achange. 
The Republican party had, to some extent, 
lost its hold upon the public by rea- 
son of the revelations made in the 


investigation of Credit Mobiliers, sub- 


sidies, and land -grants, and had become de- 
moralized with Butlerism, carpet-baggery, 
and misrule in the Southern States. In ad- 
dition to these, times were hard, trade was 
dull, a panic had extended over the country 
involving wide-spread financial disaster, manu- 
factories were closed up or running on short 
time, mines were unworked, and there was a 
general want of confidence in every business 
community. The Democratic leaders took 
advantage of this condition of things, and 
promised a remedy if intrusted with power, 
which was to bring about good times, lighten 
taxes, and pure local Government. 

The people accepted the promised remedy 
for two reasons, first, that they might apply 
salutary discipline to the Republican party 
leaders and wipe out the demoralizing princi- 
ples of Butlerism, and, second, because they 
hoped that the promises held out by the 
Democrats might in some degree be fulfilled. 


The discipline was applied very thoroughly, 


not only in Pennsylvania, but even in Massa- 
chusetts. The salary-grabbers were every- 
where chastised; and in Common Coun- 
cils, in School Boards, in i in 
Congress, Republicans took back seats and 
‘*‘ Reformers ” came to the front. ‘The re- 
forms,” however, didn’t come. The 
promises were not carried into effect. 
In Pennsylvania, the Reform Legislature 
has done nothing. Its session of three 


-months has been as fruitless of good as that 


of the Illinois Reform Legislature. It 
has outraged the public sentiment of the 
State by the election of a ballot-box staffing 
politician to the United States Senate. It 
has corrected no abuses, stopped no Treasury 
leaks, retrenched no expenditures, cut off 
no frauds, and has failed to inaugurate any 
reform. 

The thousands of Republicans in Pennsyl- 
vania who voted the Reform” Democratic 
ticket last fall are now heartily disgusted at 
the broken promises of the Reformers, and

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TAXING POLICY-HOLDERS. 

A writer in the acephalous concern over 
the signature off Anti-Monopoly comes to 
the defense of the absurd bill introduced into 
the Illinois Legislature by Mr. Mun, of 
Cook, to tax foreign insurance companies 5 
per cent on their premiums over and above 
their losses. That the writer in the acepha- 
lous concern is the real father of the bill 
seems probable both from the familiarity 
which he has with a bill that has not been 
reported in full in the publie prints, and also 
from the solicitude which he displays that 
the bill shall become a law. He also writes 
with all the speciousness of a man who is 
trying to serve a personal interest at the 
sacrifice of the general good, and therefore 
commits blunders that would show the most 
lamentable ignorance if they were not possi- 
bly suggested by a selfish motive to deceive. 
It is hard to find in the long and rambling 
collection of sophisms which this writer pre- 
sents any tangible point on which to base a 
reply, but we select the following paragraph 
as probably expressing the fairest statement 
of his case: 

So far as the writer understands the bill introduced 
by Mr. Mrixen, its object isto tax insurance cani- 
panies of other States on the surplus collected in this 
State over the losses paid in the State, and not on the 
gross receipts, as stated by Tux Tunern. . While 
local companies, and all branches of industry, are 
heavily taxed for State purposes, those foreign in- 
surance companies which are depleting the State of 
millions annually contribute nothing to its revenues, 
except a nominal sum for license fees. While sister 
States nearly all derive a handsome revenue from m- 
surance taxes, why should Illinois protect foreign 
insurance companies at the expense of her own eor- 
porations and citizens ? 


The intimation that the deduction of losses 
leaves the tax only on net receipts is a decep- 
tion. To pay 5 per cent on gross receipts 
after the deduction of losses still taxes the 
interest on the capital, the salaries of agents, 
office-rent, advertising, and all the other ex- 
penses of carrying on the insurance business, 
so that the proposed tax is by no means a tax 
on profits alone. The reference to the 
tice of other States is also irrelevant, as it 
can in no wise affect the principle involved, 
which is utterly bad and vicious. We do not 
presume that the originator or the advovates 
of this absurd bill, who are prompted by 
selfish motives, can be convinced of this, but

THE FROST HAS PENETRATED DEEP INTO THE 
SOIL. 
Had we had the heavy snow in December, there 
would have been fewer complaints of frozen 
water-pipes, and the farmers would not be look- 
ing forward so dolorously to a muddy spring. 
But it pleased the fates to reserve the snow 
until pow, when the earth is already frozen to 
such adepth that no moisture can penetrate 


throuch it. Now indeed webave reason to appre- 


hend a deluge, and the superstations ones will not 
feel safe until we have passed the 12th of March. 
A few days ago there was little likelihood of an 
overflow, sioce the surface was comparatively 
clear. Now it is heavily covered, and were there 
to come warm rains the consequences might be 
serious. ‘And for all this we are indebted to the 
Ist of March. 
THE SNOW BEGAN TO POUR DOWN 
at about 11 o'clock. Some people, who ought to 
know better, shook their heads wisely, and said 
it was one of the old-fashioned snow-storme, to 
be sure. They were mistaken. It was a new- 
fashioned storm altogether, and one to which the 
snow-storms of ocher davs cannot begin to com- 
pare. It wasn't a gentle dropping earthward of 
feathery sno but a mad rush soutn- 
wards of pelting pebbles of ice, each of which, 
after it landed on the earth, preserved ite indi- 
viduality, disdaining to coalesce, as does the or- 
dinary snowflake, with its kind. Consequently, 
by 5 in the afternoon the ground was covered 
with a foot or more of the stuff, which made 
walking a hardship, and driving in some places 
almost an impossibility. The efforts made by 
the car companies to keep their tracks clear were 
rewarded with partial success, but it became 
necessary to double the horse-power before each 
car, and even with this acquisition of increased 
power the rate of speed was greatly dimin- 
ished. At about 6 in the evening the storm 
let up a little, but the quantity of 
snow which has failen will largely increase the 
probability of the flood about which Tus IRIS 
UNE of last week sounded its warning note. Con- 
siderable trouble was caused by the storm to

centering in this city. The freight-trains were 
all withdrawn yesterday morning, and will not 
venture out again until this morning. The pas- 
senger-trains were also more or less delayed, 
those leading to the West aud Northwest suffer- 
ing most severely. Farther 22 through Mich- 
i especially, the storm snow com- 
an earlier in the day, c 
tinued during the night with much 
greater severity than at this point. in some 
ts of Michigan from 2 to 4 feet of snow have 

allen within the last forty-eight hours. South 
and southwest from this city the storm was less 
severe, aud extended about 100 miles; beyond 
that heavy rains are reported. In Iowa and 
Minnesota heavy snow-storms are also reported, 
and consequently no through trains were sent 
to the Northwest last night, it being expected 
that, owing to the strong wind and eh fting 
snow, the roads would be severely blockaded in 
that section. 

The Michigan Central is suffering very severe- 
ly, and no trains were sent out last evening. 
The snow. on some portions of this line is re- 

rted from 2 to 4 feet deep, and badly drifted. 

he freight and two passenger trains on one of 
the branches had to be abandoned, and snow- 
plows were sent to their relief. The passenger 
train which was due at 8 o'clock in the morning 
did not arrive uatil 9 o’clock last evening. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad also suffered 
from the storm, but its trains were but few hours 


behind. 

The Illinois Central and Chicago & Alton Rail- 
roads did not suffer as severely as the east and 
west lines, and all their trains kept running reg- 
ularly all day. The freight trains were with- 
drawn in the evening. By the latest informa- 
tion it was snowing fearfully on the lowa Di- 
vision of the Ulinois Central, but there was no 
trouble on the main line. | 

All the other lines suffered more or less, none 
of them sending out their freight trains last 
night. No accidents of any kind have thus far

Mrs. Foster, whom Mrs. Francis declared 
at the top of her voice, was burning to a crigp 
inside the structure.

the Present Status of 
the Negro. 


The Colored Men Far from Desiring 
to Breed Turmoil and Hatred. 


Full Text of the Law as Recent- 
ly Passed by Congress,

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Nasavitix, Tenn., March 1.—Banner report- 
ere interviewed Gov. Porter and ex-Chief-Jus- 
tice Lochrane, of Georgia, who are here, as well 
a6 leading lawyers and prominent colored men, 
as to the probable practical effects of the Civil- 
Rights law inthe South, . g 
Gov. Porter said he knew enough of the negro 
to say that the black would not make himself 
ebnoxious by intruding where he believed he 
was not wanted. Gov. Porter had been a 
slave-owner; had defended them as coun- 
sel; had tried them as Judge, and 
nine-tenths of the negroes were prose- 
cuted by their kind. A few might act 
foolishly over newly-acquired rights under an 
unconstitutional Oivil-Rights bill, but the great 
masses. themselves were indifferent as to ite 
passage. He had some apprehensions that it 
would cause strifein some parts of the State, 
but would counsel the people to bear with the 
iniquity because already too much impover- 
ished to withstand suits that might 
be brought against them, The only place where 
he feared the negroes would want to make most 
of themselves conspicuous was at Memphis, 
which has a large negro population, and many of 
them very rough characters. The most one had 


‘to fear was the partisan fireprands, who would 


egy on some negroes to do such 
deeds as would be most likely to 
bring about a conflict. Thie was just what Re- 
publican leaders meant by passing the bill. They 
wanted to stir up devilment in the South, that 
the Republican party, now in the last ditch, 
might ride rough-shod into power in 1876. 
But the people would not give them this“ 
opportunity, though visited disas- 
trous floods, though ruined most 
destructive drought, though their cattle were 
dying with starvation, the ple reduced to the 
lowest ebb for the want of the curreacy which 
the Government of the United States ought to 
furnish; though ground down by unconstitu- 
tional enactments, the people of Tennessee 
would yet submit to every all in- 
dignities which might be ong es upon them 
by a and relentless legislation, and 
would show a high moral courage that would call 
forth the admiration of the American people, 
and have the effect of vyerwhelmingly defeating 
the Republican party. He would counsel mod- 
eration on the part of the people. If only let 
alone by Republican charlatans, the negroes and 
the Southern people would still continue to 
live peaceably together. After all, the South- 
erner was the black’s best friend, and that fact 
was practically exhibited in everyday life. 
Chief-Justice Lochrane was decidedly of opin- 
ion that the law, at least as far hotels were con- 
cerned, would be universally resisted South, and 
as the law was manifestly unconstitutional, test- 
cases could be made, and it would take a couple 
of vears before it could be finally disposed of by 
the Supreme Court. Universal opposition to 
the law, he thought, would render it a nullity, 
John M. Fleming, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, says the law is calculated to 


bring about greater my gx, yn thau ever 


known before; but, as the didn’t include 
public schools, he protested against the Legisla- 
tare taking any action whatever in regard to 
them, declaring the present school-law required 
no change whatever. 

Both Republican and Democratic lawyers say 
that the law is unconstitutional. The Federal 
Government has no authority to regulate domes- 
tic affairs, that power alone being vested in the 
States. 10 

Abraham Smith, Nelson Murry, William Sum- 
ner, J. J. Carey, and Alf Menepee, all prominent 
colored men, assert that the negroes will not 
take advantage of the Civil Rights bill, and 
make th ves Obnoxious. They have too 
much self-respect to go where they are not 
wanted. It is a mistaken notion on“ the part of 
the whites to think that they will intrude upon 
any one. The féw bull-headed, bigoted negroes 
may do so, but they are very few. The colored 
peop le want peace and as little agitation as pos- 
sible.

THE LAW. 

TEXT OF THE BILL AS PASSED BY CONGRESS. 

The text of the Civil-Rights bill passed by Con- 
gress is as follows: 

. eivil and le-

Wuereas, It is essential to just government we 
recognize the equality of all men before the law, and 
hold that it is the duty of government in its d 
with people to mete out equal and exact justice to ail, 
of whatever nativity, race, color, or perstiasion, re- 
ligious or political; and it being the appropriate ob- 
ject of legislation to enact great fundamental princi- 
pies into law : therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House ef Representa- 
tives of the n AI. 
the United States shall be entitled to the full and equal 
enjoyment of the accommodations, advantages, facili- 
ties, and privileges of inns, public conveyances on 
land or water, th and other places of public 
amusement; subject only to the conditions and limita- 
tions established by law, and applicable alike to citi- 
zens of every race and color, regardleas of aby previous 
condition of servitude. 

Sec, 2. That any person who shall violate the fore- 
going action by denying to any citizen, except for 
reasons by law applicable to citizens of every race and 
color, and regar of any previous condition of 
servitude, the full enjoyment of any of the accommo- | 
dations, advantages, facilities, or privileges in eaid sec- 
tion enumerated, or by aiding or inci such denial, 
shall, for every such offense, forfeit 
of $500 to the person aggrieved thereby, to be 
recovered in an action of debt, with full costa; and 
shall also, for every such offense, be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
fined not less than $500 nor more than $1,000, or shall 
be imprisoned not less than thirty days nor more than 
one year: Provided, That all persons may elect to sue

Heretofore the rates 
haye been $37.50 from New York to Jackson- 
ville, Fla., with the same rate back, making $75, 
the traveler had the choice of traveling By the 
Baltimore & Ohio Road, or the Baltimore & Po- 
tomac Road. From the time when the war be- 
gan, the former road has been entirely excluded 
by the Pennsylvania Road from participation in 
this class of business, and the rates have been 
reduced to $50 for an excursion ticket to Jack- 
sonville and back, a reduction of $25. 


THE TOLEDO, PEORIA & WARSAW. 

Mr. A. L. Hopkins, Receiver of the Toledo, 
Peoria & Warsaw Railroad Company, filed a re- 
port of his proceedings. When he took posses- 
sion of the road it was under the con- 
trol of the IIlinou Central Railroad Com- 
pany, under James O0. Clarke, its Genera) 
Manager, as agent for Secor and Tracy, the 
Trustees, who were the complainants in the fore- 
closure suit. The Receiver states that an ac- 
count has been had of the amount due the To- 
ledo, Peoria & Warsaw Road from the 
and that he bas received from Mr. Clarke, their 
agent, the sum of $1,225.01. Tbe Trustees, 
Messers. Secor and Tracy, the Receiver states, 
are residents of New York, and out of the juris- 
dietion of the Court. They have not as yet 
made any report to him of their doings, but he 
understands they are now engaged in preparing 
a statement. 0 

The Receiver also says he has examined the 
whole line of the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw Road 
from the State Line,” at the eastern terminus, 
west to Warsaw, on the Mississippi River, a dis- 
tance of about 920 miles, including also a branch 
line 18 miles long, and iound the road-bed and 
superstructures generally in a bad condition, and 
reijuiring many repairs for safe and economical 
operation. A large portion of the track and sev- 
eralof the bridges are in an unsafe condition, 
and will be dangerous in the spring. 

There is due by the road the whole operating 
expenses for January, 1875, which the Trustees 
have not paid, and do not intend to pay. The 
pay-rolis show there is due for labor aad ser- 
vices $30,469.33, and for sapplies $21.832.80, .ac- 
cording to Mr. Clarke's sworn statement. These 

ounte must be paid immediately, or trouble 
will result. The Receiver states that he has 
nearly sufficient from the February earnings to 
pay these amounts. In addition to these items 
there are unadjusted accounts with foreign or 
connecting roads for tickets, and exchange of 
business or car service, which must also be set- 
tled, ag soon as the accounts can be bal- 
anced, so as to continue valuable connec- 
tions necessary to the fature operation 
of the road. The Receiver is at present busy 
making a detailed statement of the property 
which bas come into his hands. 

An order was granted by Judge Blodgett, al- 
lowing the Receiver to pay the amounts due for 
labor and supplies, and also the accounts with 
other roads above mentioned, taking the proper 
receipts and vouchers therefor. 


THE FREIGHT AGENTS, 

The General Freight Agents of the Southwest- 
ern railroad lines, will meet at St. Louis, Thurs- 
day afternoon, for the purpose of deciding upon 
satisfactory rates from the various cross points. 
It is claimed by the Chicago freight agents that 
the agente of the cross-lines are discriminating 

against the Chicago roads, making the rates 
lower in proportion than they are from this city. 
Consequently there has been considerable quar- 
reling and misunderstanding, which have often 
been the cause of a general break in the freight 
rates allover the West. It is believed that at

LOUOAL LETTERS. 
THE GENEBAL SITUATION FROM A COMMUNISTIC 
STANDPOINT, 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

Cutcaeo, March 1.—The time has come where- 
in Communism ascends in a remarkable degree 
to respectability and powerin our large cities 
and towns. Concessions will have to be made to 
it. No cutting and slashing” of its adherents 
will make the people” more secure in their 
positions as capitalists or money-makers. 

Communism does not necessarily moan 
“money or blood.” It means this: More 
leisure for the working people; opportunity for 
learning and development of all the faculties. 
Ic means more perfect union for subsistence, 
and public and special improvement purposes. 
It means the proper division of labor, a more 
general participation in the results of the latter, 
—at least each person according to his or her 
need, aad, beside this, each according to capac- 
ity to utilize and enjoy. It means that no per- 
son will seek wealth by selfish ownership and 
control of property which involves loss to other 
persons. It means the doing away with needless 
suffering by reason of those means of education 
and refinement which shall be made possible to 
every human being. It meahs, ia short, com- 
mon wealth instead of irresponsible individual 
wealth, to the great injury of the common 


good. 

It is now perfectly plain to be seen that the 
old competitive system, or order, on which the 
world has for all these ages been attempting to 
gain so much as life, liberty, aud happiness, is a 
forlorn hope, and demonstrated over and over 
again a failure. 
In a letter which a in Tae Trrsvxe 
the last of December, 1573, andin articles com- 
municated to other daily and weekly prints, I 
have briefy or at length written relative to our 
uneound/system of action, its necessary results, 
and fg6t-coming consequences. In general 
terms, the present condition of things in the 
country, the extremes of competitive action and 
irresponsible speculation, have been accurately 
forecasted. Our situation is getting more and 
more precarious. The breach between labor 
and capital is opening wider, and the climax of 
disintegration latent in ou system must ere 
long bring us at bay. 

There must be a change; of systems. We 
should have a different incentive of actior. If 
there is no incentive but mobev, it is folly to ex- 
pect justice and bumanity to enter our life in any 
euilicient degree, and that the mental and moral 

wer of men and women myst, as the cringing 
— wait upon the whims of inorlinate de- 
sire. | 

It is better to face this necessity, and consider 
measures for reconstruction of the race on some 
more humane plan, than to submit ourselves 
to sharp and shocking | pangs of transi- 
tion. It is really not a matter 
whether we will leave the sinking | ship 
when we please. The forte of events is sst- 
tling that matter for us. There is only one al- 
ternative left by which to control circumstances 
in the premises, namely, change the circum- 
stances. And that can be dove only by the 
abbndonment of the system itself which has 
brought us to this verge. 

It is difficult for people who have lived from 
generation to generation to throw off customs 
and habits which are born into them, and which 
they have personalized without question un- 
tii these later days of newspapers 
and quickened thought. But our largely- 
increased population, the rapid development of 
our country so far, ander the particular plan 
upon which we have acted, has resulted in the 
production of two classes of people, to-wit: rich 
and poor. That is the inevitable result of com- 
petition for the advantage among men as against 
each other; and so long as the action is based 
thus, and everybody is interested in any state of 
affairs that promises or assgres pecuniary reward 
for the exercise of as little wit as possible (lest 
somebody become better informed and more 
wise), the rich will grow richer and the poor 
poorer. 

Within the past few years, those persons who 
bad the advantage of their ceichbors bave 
largely increased their wealth. and it is a fact 
that the common people bave been impoverished 
in corresponding ratio. And now I venture the 
responsibility of saying that it is simply 
imposdible for a working man or woman to 
comfortably and happily live on the results 
of their daily labor. | Working men and 
women have no time for “recuperation and 
for educative purgyite. Consequently 
they must be miserable. This misery 
is now the fate of more persons, and is the basis 
of increased discontent. And the Commune is 
the outgrowth at last of all this, just as abolition 
was the outgrowth of slavery. The Abolition- 
ists did not cause the War, nor will Communists 
cause war. Slavery caused the Abolitionists, 
and was itself the cause of the War, and our 
system breeds Commumists. and is itself respon- 
sible for all the ills that follow under its reign.

A Milwaukee Girl Takes to a 
Life of Shame, | 


Her Discovery by Her Father in a 
Chicago Den. 


Her Return to Her Home.

About fifteen months ago the chroniclers of 
local events for Milwackee papers were obliged 
to note the disappearance from her home in that 
city of a young and beautiful girl, scarcely 17 
years old, named Kitty Hennessy. She resided 
at No. 31 Second street with her father, James 
Hennessy, a respectable and well-to-do-citizen, 
and seemed more thas commonly endowed with 


| the affection of indulgent parepts, and with 


the attractive laxaries of a happy home. But 
she was young, giddy, and wavward, and, re- 
senting proud-spiritedly the necessary restraints 
imposed upon her, fancied that she was harshly 
treated, and, in dbedience to a foolish whim,

LEFT HER HOME, — 
never, as she said in a note left behind, to 
return again. 5 
Her disappearance was promptly reported to 
the police authorities of Milwaukee, who were 
induced, by the well-known prominence of the 
father, and the beauty and social position of the 
daughter, to make more than ordinary efforts to 
find the place of her concealment. Their exer- 


tions were all to no purpose 
young runaway bad well i 
direction of ber flight, | 
tinued to maintain her seclusion with a 
secrecy which baffled all -pursuit. As months 
went by, and che activity of the police did not 
meet with the encouragement of the slightest 
clew, the search for the misguided girl was given 
over, and the hopes of the anxious parents, kept 
alive while efforts were proceeding for her 
restoration, almost died away, aud gave place to 
the bitterness of despair. Further employment 
of the police in this direction seemed utterly 
futile, and it was finally abandoned. The father, 
since then, inspired by a slender hope of discoy- 
ering the whereabouts of his child, has 
INSTITUTED INQUIRIES’ YAR AND WIDE. 

For a year he visited other cities, and set on 
foot every inquiry that might possibly lead the 
search in the right direction. He was equally 
unsuccessful, and was at last reluctantly com- 
pelled to regard his daughter ag lost beyond re- 
covery. 

The mystery became quite a local sensation, 
which lasted for a time, but at last lost its inter- 
est, as fhe most prodigious sensations will, for 
the lack of further developments. A day or two 
agojthe father was informed by a woman of ques- 
tionable appearance, who called at his residence, 
that 

HIS DAUGHTER WAS IN CHICAGO, 

an inmate of a low den of infamy kept by a de- 
oes woman named Molhe Ryder at 150 West 

fashington street. His first impulse was to 
disregard this information, to believe which 
would bring him greater sorrow than the cer- 
tainty of her death, but he was assured by the 
woman that her assertions were true, anil, over- 
mastered by a father's natural feelings of affec- 
tion, he determined to reclaim his daughter 
from the wretched life of a social oOnicast. 
Hastening at once to this city, he repaired to the 
place which the woman had designated. 

From the failen creature 7 — over it he 
was informed that Kitty Hennessy had once 
been an inmate of her house, but that she had 
departed—where she knew not, Mr. Hennessy, 
upon the receipt of this intelligence, determined 
to wig the matter in the hands of the Chicago 
police. Repairing to the Madison Street) Station 
for this purpose, he was received by Sergt. Byrne, 
to whom he told his story. The Sergeant prom- 
ised the anxious father to do all he could to re- 
store the erring girl. He determined, himself, 
to make a search for her, accompanied by Officer 
Tom Brannock. 

The search was instituted yesterday, and late 
in the afternoon 

THE WAYWARD KITTY WAS, DISCOVERED 

at Mother Bennett's hovel at No. 26 South 
Desplaines street. She was overcome with emo- 
tion at the sight of her father, and deeply con- 
fused with the discovery of her shame. She was 
sessing 
innocence which but alittle more than a year 
ago she presented. The waywardness that in- 
duced her to leave her home followed its most 
natural and certain course, and not many months 
after her disappearance led her to voluntarily 
adopt the degraded life of a courtezan. With 
this deadiy career she seemed to be infatuated 
and rapidly sank from bad to worse until 
a love for drink which she acquired 
and the recklessness of ono determined to re- 
gard herself lost beyond redemption brought her 
to the low den in which she was found. Her eyes 
were bleared with the effects of strong drink, 
her hair was unkempt, her dress was slatteruly— 
she had falien until she presented the appear- 
ance of the lowest prostitute. 

But threugh all these evidences of shame

were visible. They appealed strongly to the 
afflicted parent, who promi 
plete forgiveness if she would instantly forsake 
her wretched life, and return with him to 
her. home. She _ stoutly refused at first 
to accede to this demand, but when the terrors 
of her mode of life and its certain terrible re- 
sults were depicted to her by the officers she 
consented, and father and daughter returned to 
Milwaukee last evening. 

Her story, since she left home, may be briefly 
summarized. She came diréctly to Chicago ; 
ataid at a hotel until her slender means were ex- 
hausted; then appékied to various people for 
work, and at last secured it im the capacity 
chamber maid at the Gault House. This 6 
ployment was not congenial to a girl of her gid- 
dy and romantic disposition; she fell in with 
fast women and profligate young men, and 


dircetly, becoming enamored of the life of a 


courtezan, consecrated herself to its deadly 
allurements.
